NEWINGTON CT DECEMBER 13, 1990 


TO ALL RADIO AMATEURS 

FCC announced on December 123 that 
new Technician Class license 
applicants will not have to 
demonstrate Morse code proficiency in 
order to have all privileges above 20 
MHz. Implementation is expected by 
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February, 1991. Techs who obtain 
their licenses prior to that date will 
be grandfathered, meaning they will 
continue to have their present HF 
privileges. 

The codeless Technician written 
exam will have 35 questions. New 
Technicians wanting HF privileges will 
be required to hold a CSCE for element 
1A, that is 5 WFM, which must be 
administered by three accredited VEs. 
There will be no call sign designator 
to indicate whether or not a 
Technician has passed a code test, but 
FCC will have records of who has 
passed. 

More details will be forthcoming 
in February GST.
